“the immense. multitude of unfortunates” who are affected by or threatened with it. He 
urged economists to have none of the “blindérs” which limit the unemployment problem

Mr. Hearne told the 750 Notre 
Dame graduates that “European 
nation after European nation has 
imperilled its freedom by forsak- 
ing the path of truth, honor and 
justice.” He pointed out that “it 
is the truth that makes us free” 
and “peace is a work of justice.” 

“European nation after Euro- 
pean nation had given up the prac- 
tice of the Faith upon which it was 
historically founded,” Mr. Hearne 
declared. “They had _ deprived 
their public law of its final sanc- 
tion, and the morality of their 
people of its final motive. It is the 
Faith which makes us whole. Pri- 
vate infidelities were followed by 
public apostacy and the unity and 
solidarity of Europe was .. . po- 
litically shattered by the Schism. 


“I say ‘politically’ because 
morally Europe was smashed on 
the deadly rocks of pride, covet- 
ousness, lust, anger, gluttony, envy 
and sloth. But the code itself 
was not destroyed. The whole in- 
tellectual tradition survived, the 
tradition of an objective truth, of 
an objective beauty, and an ob- 
jective virtue or goodness, a sense 
of the issues of right and wrong, of 
justice and injustice, and a sense 
of standards in private and public 
behavior.” 


The Irish ambassador reminded 
the Notre Dame graduates that 
“never before has mankind been 
so much in need of the true pat- 
tern as well as the true tradition 
of human life formed in the Mind

Pope Pius said “only the com- 
bination of all good people in 
the entire world for action of 
vast scope” can bring about the 
necessary remedy. “Away with 
the selfish preoccupations of 
nations and groups” which can 
hinder the cooperation of all 
these forces in even the slightest 
way, he urged. 

The Catholic social movement 
has contributed to the growth in 
many countries, His Holiness said, 
of a social policy “marked by the 
progressive development of the 
right of work and, at the same 
time by subjection of the private 
owner in control of the means of 


favor of the worker.” 

Now, one who wishes to advance 
this policy, the Holy Father ton- 
tinued, “finds himself at a boun- 
dary line—that is to say, the point 
at which the danger arises of the 
working class, in its turn, follow- 
ing the mistakes of capital.” 
These mistakes, he added, con- 
sisted largely in taking the man- 
agement of the means of produc- 
tion from the personal responsi- 
bility of the rivate owner, 
whether individual or COMPRRT 
and shifting it to the responsibil- 
ity “of collective, nameless 
groups.” 

His Holiness said “the same 
danger arises when one insists 
that paid workers in an enter- 
prise should have the right of 
economic co-management,” This 
is especially true, he added, when 
the exercise of this right “de- 
pends in fact, directly or indirect- 
ly, on organizations managed 
outside the enterprise.” There 
is no doubt that the paid worker 
and the employer “are both sub- 
jects, not objects, of the economy 
of a nation,” he said. The Sover- 
eign Pontiff declared “there can 

be no question of denying this 
balance,” and he added that “by 
reason the principles aad 
facts, the right to economic co- 
management which some strive 
for is outside the sphere of 
possible achievement.” 


The Pope said he had only 
praise for the ecclesiastical auth- 
orities for their efforts to spare 
their peoples “a repetition of the 
disastrous omissions of nineteenth- 
century liberalism,” in those coun- 
tries for which industrialization is

and unveiled. It is a sculptured 
representation of that One whose 
cradle has split history in two. 
It is the heroic figure of a Leader 
who has influenced more lives, in- 
spired more service, captured more 
hearts, and invaded more realms 
than any other person who has 
ever lived. It is the figure of “The 
Nazarene,” who for 1,900 years has 
haunted the thought and the con- 
science of mankind. 

Beneath this gripping figure of 
the Teaching Christ, set up in the 
vast cathedral of the out-of-doors 
to take its place among the sacred 
symbols of this monumental city 
are inscribed words which fell 
from the lips of that One who 
spake as never man spake: “I am 
the Light of the World.” This Gos- 
pel in bronze, the latest addition 
to the city’s og makes the noble 
facade of the National Catholic 
Welfare Headquarters on Massa- 
chusetts avenue an altar of adora- 
tion for every passerby of what- 
ever name or sign who bows at the 
feet of the Great Galilean as the 
Life and the Truth and the Way. 


Poets’ Tributes 


Some threescore noted sculptors 
modeled their conceptions of the 
Christ to be put upon the waiting 
pedestal. Far more than that—ar- 
tists in the magic of words—could 
be called upon to furnish a worthy 
tribute to be graven under the 
dominating caption, “The Light of 
the World.” Robert Browning, for 
instance, who declared, “I say the 
acknowledgment of God in Christ 
accepted by thy reason solves for 
thee every question in the world 
and out of it,” wouid bring his 
lines from “Saul,” as he describes 
the deep yearning of a seeking soul 
at last satisfi in the Eternal 
Word made Flesh: 

“Tt shall be a face like my face 
that receives thee; 

A man like to me thou shalt love 
and be loved by forever; 

Hands like my hands shall throw 
open the gates of a new life to 
thee: 

See the Christ stand!” 

Or Sidney Lanier’s deathless 
words might be chosen: “Love's 
best Love, man’s best Man; Good 
Paragon, Thou Crystal Christ.” 

Or Ralph Waldo Emerson’s de- 
liberate judgment: “His name is 
not so written as plowed into the 
history of the world.” Or Jean Paul 
Richter’s measured verdict of a 
historian: “That crucified Jew 
with His pierced hands has lifted 
the gates of empires off their 
hinges, has turned the streams of 
the centuries into new channels, 
and still governs the years.” 

But all these wreaths of wonder- 
ing love are but amplifications of

HAT brandy and wild Indians 

should have influenced the des- 
tiny of the woman who founded 
the first religious congregation for 
women in North America, was an- 
other of those contrasts which fre-

This drama is found in the story 
of Marguerite d’Youville, who was 
married in youth to a government 
agent who callously debauched sav- 
ages to pursue a fortune in furs.

Perhaps the most dramatic of 
these occurred at the start of her 
work when, with only three faith- 
ful companions, she was stoned in 
the streets because there still clung 
the aroma of her husband’s mis- 
deeds and she had been accused of 
purveying liquor to the Indians. 
An angry populace reviled the four 
holy women as “les Soeurs Grises,” 
or “the Tipsy Sisters.” By her very 
charity she soon transformed the 
term to its primary connotation. 
“Gris” became literally “grey”; 
and the sisterhood affectionally 
known far and wide as “the Grey 
Nuns.” 

This is how they are known to- 
day in Canada and the United 
States; in Africa, China, Haiti, and 
Alaska, where 7,000 living daugh- | 
ters of Mother d’Youville labor in 
hospitals and schools, for the sick, 
the poor, the aged, and the orphan. 
It is as though the three humble 
companions with whom she began, 
had typified the three continents 
into which her work was destined 
to spread. 

Those who read her story will 
come to regard Mother d’Youville 
not only as a saint, but also as a 
statesman.

en Mother Francis Borgia and Sister Mary Agnes 


came to Rock Island, Illinois, in® 


1899 with the purpose of founding 
an academy, the Rev. Thomas 
Mackin, pastor of St. Joseph’s 
church, took them on a_ tour 
of the city to find a _ suitable 
location for the school. e 
took the Sisters up to the very 
highest part of the hill, overlooking 
the tri-cities and the Mississippi 
river, and said: “Here, Sisters, is 
where you are to erect your 
throne.” It appeared to be an al- 
most hopeless task, but in 1903 the 
first brown dirt was tossed aside to 
make room for the West Wing. 
Five years later to the very day a 
second spadeful gave way to the 
main building’s foundation. The 
beautiful chapel was dedicated June 
10, 1908, with Archbishop Spalding 
present. 


Twenty years of continued suc- 
cess followed, but it socn became 
apparent that more space was 
needed. As a resuit of the Sisters’ 
fervent prayers, plus donations 
from alumnae, Villa Guild members 
and friends rounded out the check 
of $50,000 of Frank Lewis, of Chi- 
cago, and Lewis Hall was begun 
J y 19, 1929. Dedication exercises 
took place June 10, and on Septem-

structure. 1980 marked the end of 
the building program, but the story 
of Villa de Chantal had only begun. 


The Villa has been a member of 
the North Central association since 
1919. It is accredited by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and listed on the 
State’s list of recognized high 
schools in Illinois. It has always 
maintained the highest standards 
of education in religious training as 
well as in curricular and extra- 
curricular activities. 

The Sisters have always tried to

might have been a very 
reason to have one as the best 
common front against the Com- 
ist Party. pc 
va oe wi been parties In Bel- 
gium and Germany which were 
often called “Catholic Parties,” but 
they were not intended to be that. 
It just so happens that they were 
formed by Catholics in opposition 
to radical Socialist movements. 
Any one who believed in their 
principles could join them. The 
Center Party in Germany, dis- 
solved by Hitler, had as its pur- 
pose the injecting of Christian 
principles, accepted by both Cath- 
olies and Protestants, into political 
movements, or into Labor move- 
ments, Isn’t that is a good thing? 

Nearly all the arguments we 
have had in this country since the 
end of the war have centered round 
Communists in government, Com- 
munists in the State Department, 
Communists in Labor Unions. 

Only a month ago the Vatican, 
in a letter to the Cardinal of San- 
tiago, Chile, urged Catholics to 
avoid anything that might ge, 
the Church in partisan politics. In 
this letter the Cardinal’s attention 
was called to a previous letter sent 
by the present Pope, then Car- 
dinal. Pacelli, to the Apéstolic 
Nuneio of Chile in 1934. He then 
emphasized the thought that “the 
Church may not link itself to the 
activity of any one political party 
without compromising its super- 
natural character, ard the univer- 
sality of its mission.” 

People in this country who 
charge the Catholic Church with 
backing a political party or with 
using its organizations’ during 
elections are not telling the truth. 
We are willing to believe that they 
are misinformed rather than they 
are deliberately lying. 

_At the time Al Smith, a Catho- 
lie, ran for President, he was op- 
posed in many sections of the 
country on the sole score of his 
religion and was charged with 
having had Vatican backing. As a 
matter of fact men who were 
prominent in Catholic organiza- 
tions worked against him because 
they were Republicans and inter- 
ested in the election of Herbert 
Hoover. Herbert Hoover was 
nominated by a Catholic, who had 
been knighted by the Holy See. 
) If Catholics had united political- 
nd rh agead ve Italy or in countries 
ca, they could have 
controlled elections. Because

Also I felt very sure that the 
eye with which to re¢d6gnize a rev- 
elation could not be the eye of the 
intellect alone, since that would 
make of God a secret to which only 
the learned could be privy. Al- 
though divine revelation, granting 
for the moment its possibility, 
would certainly violate right rea- 
son and sane intellect, yet I felt 
it must be recognizable also 
through other and deeper chan- 
nels of understanding common to 
all men. 


Every man cannot be learned, 
but he can have love, good will, 
and purity of heart. It seemed to 
me, therefore, that the chief test of 
the truth of revelation must lie in 
its successful recognition by men 
of simplicity and humility, and in 
the nature of its transforming in- 
fluence upon their lives. And yet 
another conviction was this: I was 
very sure I could not love God 
without apprehending His Person- 
ality in the Incarnation. Without 
that He could be only an abstrac- 
tion, difficult to grasp as a genu- 
ine reality; and moreover, the key- 
stone of the whole arch of Chris- 
tainity was not there if Christ were 
nothing more than a_ philosopher. 


I had come to see clearly what, 
is seems to me, so many persons 
fail to grasp, namely, that Cath- 
olicism is an organic whole spring- 
ing from the germinal seed of the 
Incarnation. So that my last ques- 
tion was just the old question and 
the most deeply important one that 
has ever been asked: “What think 
ye of Christ?” 

I acted upon my decision by 
seeking help from one who was 
wonderfully equipped to give it. He 
set me a simple exercise. “Divest 
yourself,” he advised, “as . com- 
pletely as possible of all previous 
ideas of Christ that you have ever 
entertained. Take the Gospels as 
historical documents throwing 
light upon a strange and unknown 
personality and approach them as 
a rationally-minded man hearing 
for the first time of Christ. See 
then what you think of Him 
afresh. Your mind has reached a 
measure of maturity, you have 
seen something of men and specu- 
lated upon their nature. You have 
encountered various philosophies 
and, through reason and experi- 
ence, learned to assess them. Your 
experience has a certain validity. 
Now check the personality and the 
philosophy of this Man with the 
experience you have had in the 
world of men and ideas.” 


Portrait Of Christ 
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and violent words. Here, I saw, was 
no mere benevolent philosopher 
urging the gentler virtues, but an 
imperious and demanding figure 
who taught “as one having author- 
ity and not as the scribes.” 


But the greatest amazement was 
finding myself becoming a partisan 
of His enemies, For the first time 
in my life I began to have some 
understanding of the mad rage 
which this presumptuous and irri- 
tating Person must have aroused. 
I began to wonder what we would 
think of a man who, after violat- 
ing one of our most precious insti- 
tutions (as He broke the Jewish 
Sabbath), coolly remarked that he 
was superior to it. I thought we 
should have rather a serious case 
— him as an outrager of our 
aws. 


My reaction to Jesus at Naz- 
areth when He entered the syna- 
gogue, read from the Scriptures, 
and announced their fulfillment 
that day was exactly the same. I 
murmured with the people who 
heard Him, “Is not this the son of 
Joseph?” And when He rebuked 
them I was strongly tempted to 
join with those that “rose up and 
thrust him out of the city.” 


‘Arrogant Egotism’ 


Again and again I was scand- 
alized by His acts and words, When 
He presumed to forgive sins I said 
with the scribes and Pharisees, 
“Who is this who speaketh blas- 
phemies? Who can forgive sins but 
God alone?” He exhibited a most 
arrogant and offending egotism: 
“Behold a greater than Jonas is 
here . . . behold a greater than 
Solomon is here.” I also discovered 
in this preacher of the Sermon on 
the Mount a quivering and ter- 
rible anger which found expres- 
sion in such words. as “hypo- 
crites, whited sepulchres,” and 
“generation of vipers,” and in such 
awful threats as the one for the 
city which should not receive His 


disciples: “It shall be more toler- 
able for the land of Sodom and 
Gomorrah in the day of judgment 
than for that city.” This Man’s 
tongue could sting like a whip- 
lash laid upon an open wound, And 
I found in Him, too, a demand for 
personal allegiance reaching the 
very limits of effrontery. His dis- 
ciples are to keep His command- 
ments and not to scandalized by 
Him. “He that loveth father or 
mother more than me is not 
worthy of me”’—so does He ask 
that loyalty to Himself be the first 
of all loyalties, making bold to 
promise His disciples that if they 
would take up the cross and follow 
omg they should have a crown of 
ife. 

. What kind of a man was this 
who could ask for Himself all that 
men could conceivably owe to God? 
“All things are delivered unto me 
by my father . ..I1 and my fa- 
ther are one ... He that hath 
seen me hath seen the father... 
I am the way, the truth and the 
life’—what preposterous sayings 
these from a mere man! I under- 
stood for the first time the passion 
of the high priest when he rent his 
robes and said, “What need we any 
further witnesses? You have heard 
the blasphemy.” 


I was both puzzled and scandal- 
ized by His vaunted sinlessness: 
His most violent words of denunc- 
ation were reserved for hypocrites, 
and yet He could ask, “Which of 
ye convinceth me of sin?” Such 
words from one who is no more 
than human are downright revolt- 
ing. The more I speculated upon 
the character and personality of 
the man Jesus the more offended | 
became, the more monstrous His 
imposture appeared. His fellow 
countrymen “wondered and said: 
How came this man by this wis- 
dom and miracles? Js not this the 
carpenter's on? ... Whence there- 
fore hath he all these things? And 
they were scandalized in his re- 
gard.” And so was I 


| It seemed to me, indeed, that if 


this Man were .just a man, like 
any other man, it would be char- 


itable to write Him down as a 
lunatic; else the Pharisees were 
right and He met a deserved end. 
But as mere mian He was not credi- 
ible at all, for He was a defiance 
of the common nature of man. No 
man putting forward the prepost- 
erous claims He made for himself 
could have also inspired that per- 
fect love which we find His dis- 
ciples paying to Him, for He 
scandalized even them on several 
occasions. Nor is it even imagin- 
able that any man could unite so 
ragee od in himself the qualities 
of meekness and terrible anger, 
and although with knowledge of 
his own stainless perfection could 
yet weep with compassion for all 
men, 

How indeed could it have been 
that this imperious egotist lived 
and taught a timeless philosophy 
of life, yet surrendered willingly 
His own perfect life in the passion 
and ignominy of the cross? His ab- 
solute sincerity stands proved on 
Calvary, yet He declared Himself 
to be God! A man who would set 
out to be God (as blasphemous an 
imposture as can be imagined) 
must, it seemed to me, end in mor- 
al ruin. But Calvary was surely 
not that. It became very plain to 
me that Jesus was not to be ex- 
plained in terms of humanity alone, 
not even humanity touched with 
lunacy. The latter theory is un- 
worthy of discussion. The Sermon 
gn the Mount and the parable 
teachings are sanity and we all 
know it. The mind of Christ had a 
te rapierlike gift for going 
to the heart of things in swift sim- 
plicity. The theory that he was in- 
sane cannot survive a thoughtful 
reading of the Gospels.

Why This Devotion 


The other misunderstanding 
about this devotion concerns the’ 
great promises of Our Lord. Are 
we to believe that anyone who re- | 
ceives Communion on nine First 
Fridays can then go out and lead 
a life of sin—and be sure that they 
will receive the last Sacraments? 
Obviously, that is asking too much. | 
This phrase about a happy death 
is known as the Great Promise, but 
the original letter which contained 
its text has been lost. There are. 
five versions appearing in litera- 
ture shortly after Margaret Mary’s 
death, and they all agree that Com- 
munion must be received on nine 
First Fridays. They all agree 
that the grace of final repentance 
was promised. One version adds, 
“if she be not mistaken,” indicat- 
ing that devotion to the Sacred 
Heart is not BD sang poor to be; 
error-proof. Bishop Languet wrote 
that a person who complies with 
Our Lord’s conditions “may enter- 
tain a hope” of receiving the Sac- 
raments at the end of his life. As 
Father Conway’s “Question Box” 
says: “No one has the right to 
presume that his salvation is 
secure irrespective of the life he 
lives in the future... by the very 
fact of sinning, he loses his title 
to this special divine assistance.” 


Not Superstitious | 


Because we Catholics practice a 
devotion of this nature, non-Cath- 
olics are sometimes inclined to look 
upon as superstitious. Are we 
bound in conscience to believe that 
Our Lord appeared to Margaret 
Mary? No. says Father Sullivan in 
“The Externals of the Catholic 
Church.” “The Catholic Church 
does not assert that the French 
nun really saw Our Lord; neither 
does she oblige us to believe it. She 
merely declares that ... it is an 
excellent form of worship, and she 
recommends it. to her children.” 
Further, Father Sullivan says, “Wel

Jesus Christ 
said: “Suffer the little children to 
come unto Me, and forbid them 
not”; “whoever causes one of these 
little ones to sin, it would be 
hetter for him to have a great 
millstone fastened around his neck 
and to be drowned in the depth of 
the sea.” In my opinion, to oppose 
the teaching of religion in the 
public schools is one of the great- 
est crimes against God and man 
that it is possible for a human be- 
ing to commit. 

I recently investigated at the 
Schenley High School, in Pitts- 
burgh. Of twenty-four hundred 
students only fifty were taking ad- 
vantage of released time for relig- 
jous training, and I was informed 
that number was decreasing, as the 
school would not grant credits for 
time used for that purpose. It 
is no wonder that nearly half of 
the Americans do not go to any 
chureh. 

Some people are so afraid of the 
union of Church and State. Jesus 
Christ is supposed to rule this 
world. How can He do it if He is 
not in the State? Maybe they do 
not want Him to rule the world. 
The Scriptures say that Christ is 
all, and in all. A Christian should 
not object to Christ being in 
everything. He said if we would 
open the door, He would come in 
and sup with us.

what Christ did on the Sunday of 
$ Resurrection at Emmaus. On 
that occasion Christ did what He 
did on the eve of His death at 
the Last Supper. That act has 
been continued from the days of 
the Apostles in the sacrifice of the 
Catholic Church known as the 


The founders of the Anglican 
and Lutheran and Calvinistic 
churches accepted the decrees of 
the first six or seven Councils of 
the early Church. That means that 
they accepted those which took 
place from the fourth until the 
seventh century. 


Those decrees were accepted, 
therefore, not from the Bible, but 
from Tradition. 


The ritual of* the Anglican 
Church was built up from that of 
the Catholic Church, which means 
that it bases its ritual on the long 
Tradition followed by the univer- 
sal Church for centuries. 


Parts Of Mass Retained 


The principal service of the Lu- 
theran Church contains that por- 
tion of the Mass originally known 
as the “Mass of the Catechumens.” 
It consists of the prayers at the 
foot of the altar, the Introit, the 
Kyrie, the Collect, the Epistle, the 
Gospel, the Creed. They have that 
also from Tradition dating back 
to the early days of the Catholic 
Church. They have not, like the 
High Church Anglicans, continued 
| to use the balance of the Mass, be- 
cause it is all related to the Con- 
secration and transubstantiation, 
which requires an ordination based 
on the Apostolic Succession claim 
of the ordaining Bishop. Since they 
cannot claim that, they must, to 
be consistent, omit the latter. 

Non-Catholics have a very er- 
roneous idea about what Catholics 
teach concerning Tradition. They 
think only of “oral” Tradition, or 
truths passed from one generation 
to another by word of mouth. Evi- 
dently that could, in its transmis- 
sion, humanly speaking, be altered 
and become wrong. While the 
Church defends oral Tradition, in 
the sense that people could be 
taught by preaching as well as by, 
writing, her Tradition is chiefly 
written. 

It is contained, as we have men- 
tioned, in the decrees of General 
Councils, in which most of the 
Bishops of the Christian world 
participated. Our Divine Savior 
never asked the Apostles to write 
anything, but He did order them 
“oo, teach” (Matt. 28:20), and 
Christians during the first four 
eenturies—the golden era of Chris- 
tianity—were converted altogether 
by teaching, because the Bible in 
its present form was not available 
to them. Hence when they received 
their doctrine after the first cen- 
tury, from successors of the Apos- 
tles, they received it by Tradition. 

St. Paul, who instructed his con- 
verts by writing letters (Epistles) 
to them, also speaks of receiving 
doctrine “by word of mouth” (Aets 
15:27). 

The text usually used by Prot- 
estants against receiving a knowl- 
edge of the Christian faith by 
Tradition, refers to “the doctrines 
of men” (Matt. 15:9). Christ was 
rebuking the Pharisees who, as 
you know, placed themselves above 
the rest of men.

Indeed, 
the superior preeminence of that 
Church is such that every Church 
~—I mean the faithful of any 
country whatever — necessarily 
agrees with her, that is, every 
Church in any country in which 
the Apostolic tradition has been 
preserved without interruption” 
(Adv. Haer. III, 3). 

Origen, born in the second cen- 

tury, writes in a similar manner 
in the preface of his DePrincipiis. 
He says: “That alone must be be- 
lieved to be truth which differs 
in nothing from the ecclesiastical 
and Apostolic tradition.” 
But the tradition defended by the 
Catholic Church is tradition sup- 
ported by the authority of the uni- 
versal Church, with which Christ 
said He would be with us “all days 
even unto the consummation of 
the world” (Matt. 28:20). These 
traditions are, therefore, not “tra- 
ditions of men,” but of the di- 
vinely protected Church, 


And St. Augustine 


No matter what may be the 
teaching of the different religious 
sects.on the subject of Tradition 
their religions are actually based 
more on Tradition than on the 
Bible. St. Augustine, of the fifth 
century, probably the greatest con- 
vert to the Church from the day 
that Saul was converted by Christ 
Himself, distinctly declares that 
He would not accept ag baw | of 
the Bible unless it was backed by 
the authority of the Church. 

That St. Augustine is right must 
be clear to any one who knows how 
many Epistles and Gospels were

ht They knew that tes- 

tant churches did not claim infal- 
libility and that the Catholic 
Church did. They knew that while 
Protestantism’ did not claim in- 
failibility, they actually accepted 
the infallibility of the Catholic 
Church when they accepted the 
Bible as inspired without any other 
proof except the word of the Cath- 
olic Church. This would naturally 
lead the reflecting person to go 
to that Church if he would have 
certainty of faith. 


Seekers After Truth 


Very few members of the Prot- 
estant churches claim to have cer- 
tainty; in fact they claim they read 
the Bible in order to “find the 
truth.” By rejecting all authority 
outside the Bible, they find in it 
what they regard as contradic- 
tions or statements which are in 
conflict with the teaching of their 
particular sect. This has led to the 
multiplication of sects, as it has 
also led to the indifferentism to- 
wards all religion in our day. Peo- 
ple of some few religions are, to 
use their own | age, “indoc- 
trinated” from childhood with cer- 
tain statements of belief. There- 
fore they hold to these statements 
in later life even though they are 
exceedingly vulnerable, such as 
“the Bible and the Bible alone is 
the rule of faith,” “tradition is to 
be rejected,” and “Faith alone is 
necessary for salvation.”

IVIC pride is a laudable virtue, but the people of the 


mediaeval city of Bruges, Belgium, have a special reason 
for being proud. Ever since the eleventh century they have 


had in their possession a rel 


ic of the Precious Blood, and 


during the month of May that they celebrate the coming of 


this treasure. 

The relic is kept in a small glass 
phial about six inches long, and is 
made available for veneration ev- 
ery Friday in the year in the 
Chapel of the Holy Blood. On sev- 
eral oceasions in the past the Relic 
was liquified miraculously.

This square is the very heart of 
the old Flemish city, and each 
week it is filled with peasants from 
miles around, who bring their 
wares to the market — fruit and 
vegetables, cloth, and a formidable 
assortment of squawking geese, 
hens, ducks, dogs and rabbits. 

the morning of each perform- 
ance of the play, every actor re- 
ceives Holy Communion with the 
special intention of the conversion 
the world through the redeem- 
ing Blood of Christ. Before the 
play begins all the bells of the 
city—and there are many—ring 
out for half an hour to summon the 
population to the market-place, 
‘until the carillon in the belfry an- 
nounres the hour. Then a herald 
appears, high up in the slender 
tower, and addresses the audience 
which fills the huge square:

“People of God, peace be unto 
all of you who have come frém 
our Flemish towns and _ villages, 
and peace be unto all of you who 
have crossed frontiers, oceans and 
seas.

A 
fanfare of Theban trumpets and 
all brass instruments rings out 
across the market-place, while the 
bells peal forth as a signal for 
hundreds of angels to appear, clad 
in gold, at évery opening of the 
belfry-and on the watch-towers. It 
is an unforgettable sight. At the 
same time more angels fill. the 
narrow streets of the city and 
pour from the entrances of the 
covered market; an introducto 
chorus is sung: “Sanguis Christi, 
O Blood Divine. That, outpoured 
for us, still pulses with love.”

Pilgrims f 
Three Times Those 
Expected In Rome 


Vatican City— (Radio, NC)—The 
number of Holy Year pilgrims is 
so far “at least three times greater 
than anticipated” despite the fact 
that “bitter and despotic sectarian- 


ism forbids. Catholics in 12 Euro- 
pean countries to fulfill their de- 
sire by coming to Rome.” 


This was stated in the Papal 
Name Day article in the Osserva- 
tore Romano, headlined, “The Peo- 
ple Come to Peter.” The article 
depicts the Papal audience in St. 
Peter’s which are held as often as 
four times a week with as many 
as 40,000 people participating, as 
a “characteristic note of the Jub- 
ilee” which has brought “magnifi- 
cent results and which at the be- 
ginning of the Holy Year nobody 
oc have forgotten or anticipat- 
ed. 


While at this writing the total 
number of individual pilgrims can- 
not be estimated, statistics cover- 
ing the first four months speak for 
themselves. Up to the end of April, 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII grant- 
ed 230 private audiences; 2,108 
groups, each with as many as 15 
persons, received special audiences; 
65 special audiences for pilgrims 
entitled to special consideration 
because of the long distance of 
their trips; 38 large general audi- 
ences of which 20 were held in the 
Hall of Benedictions, Sala Regia 
and Sala Ducale and 13 in St. 
Peter’s. 


The article recalled that during 
the Holy Years of 1900, 1925 and 
1933, general audiences in St. 
Peter’s were rare occurrences, 
while today even the Basilica of 
St. Peter’s is at times too small 
to take care of all the pilgrims 
in a single audience.
